Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, who 
suffered a stroke yesterday at a 
hospital where he has been con- 
valescing from two operations to 
remove a bladder obstruction, was 
still unconscious early today. 

Dr. John H. Cunningham said 
the Senator’s condition “must be 
considered critical.” Later, a bul- 
letin, signed by Dr. Cunningham 
and Dr. Frederick H, Winslow, 
said the Senator’s condition was 


“unchanged, not hopeful.” Sen- 
ator Lodge was still unconscious 
when the later bulletin was issued. 
Dr. Cunningham’s early  state- 
ment reviewed the history of Sen- 
ator Lodge’s case on July 27, when 
he submitted to an emergency op- 
eration from which he made good 
recovery- On Oct. 20 a second op- 
eration was performed. 

“The Senator’s convalescence was 
surprisingly good,” Dr. Cunning- 
ham said. “He was out of bed on 
the third day and sat up daily 
thereafter, reading, and the indica- 
tions were that he would leave the 
hospital next week “with every as- 
surance of being better in health 
than he had been for some time 
previous to the opération. There 
was every indication that he wodtld 
be present at the opening of Con- 
gress in December. 

“Yesterday at-noon he was sud- 
denly seized with a stroke and be- 
came unconscious. He has re- 
mained unconscious since and his 
ret ag must be considered crit- 
cal.”

Beats Westbound Spark Sent 
From New York Exposition 
by One Second.

dio signals flashed in opposite di- 
rections around the world iast 
night from“the third anpual na- 
tional radio exposition in Grand 
Central Palace here and the east- 


bound signal won the race by one 
second.

NEGRO JUDGE 70 GUARD 
IDEALS OF HIS PEOPLE 


A.B. George First of. Colored 
Race to Be Chosen to 
Bench in Chicago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. .6—For the 
first time in the history of Chi- 
cago, a negro has been elected as 
Judge of the Municipal Court. 
This court has a chief justice who 
assigns Judges and hag final juris- 
diction in all misdemeanors and all 
suits not exceeding $10,000. 

Albert B. George is the man who 
swept in on a city-wide vote oa 
the Coolidge landslide. He was 
born in Washington, D.C., 51 years 
ago and is a quadroon. He read 
law in Altoona, Pa., and was grad- 
uated from the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Law School. He has prac- 
ticed among his people for 28 
years. 

“This is a day of reatization for 
the colored people,” said George. 
“It is an expression of their citi- 
zenship. The Republican party 
has been coming to the voter of 
this district and asking him to 
support their men. We have felt 
that ‘we deserved something in re- 
turn. 

“Tl shall not barter the ideals of 
my people. I ran on the proposi- 
tion that the negroes were entitled 
to a judgeship if they could pre- 
sent a capable representative. The 
Ear Association approved me. 

“I am pledged to sustain the 
faith of my people. . This’ will 
mark a revival in confidence in 
themselves. In the past they had 
no goal to work for. College grad- 
uates were barbers. The youth of 
the district asked, .‘What’s the 
use?’ We had no answer for them. 
Now we can say, ‘Fit yourself and 
the opportunity will present it- 
self.’ 

“If a klansman wants to shoot 
me, let him go ahead. I can dle 
only once, but,” with a deprecatory 
wave, “I don’t expect any trouble. 

“The negro — under a pall, 
always, but hoW long will & last? 
How long will lazy prejudice re- 
place intelligent thinking?” 

The first negro ever to sit in the 
Illinois State Senate also was elect- 
ed. He is Adlert R. Roberts, who 
long has been a court clerk. Rob- 
erts received 23,963 against 6479 
for his Democratic opponent, with 
eight precincts missing.

TELLS HOW SHE SHOT 
HUSBAND AS HE SLEPT 


Mrs. Dillie Pittman of Dupo, 
However, Refuses to Testify 
at the Inquest.

Mrs. Dillie Pittman refrained 
from testifying at the inquest yes- 
terday afternoon at East St. Louis, 
{nto the death of her husband, 
Marion Francis Pittman, but be- 
fore the inquest she told without 
emotion how she had looked.a 
moment at Pittsman as he lay 
asleep and then took deliberate 


aim and shot him through the 
head. She had core to the con- 
clusion, she said, that she would 
have to kill him or he would kill 
her. 

The killing, at 6:30 a. m. yester- 
day at the Pittman home at Dupo, 
was the culmination of 15 years of 
abuse which the woman, now 40 
years old, says she has suffered 
at the hands of Pittman, who was 
43. He had often beaten her, she 
gays, and threatened to kill her. 

Tuesday night, she,said, he beat 
her and threatened to “run her 
out.” Then he went to work as 
a railroad fireman. She thought 
it over, she said, and concluded 
she would have to kill him. He re- 
turned at 4:30 a. m. and went to 
bed. At 6:30 she brought a shot- 
gun from the bathroom. - 

“T stood looking at him a mo- 
ment as he slept,” she_ said. 
“Standing about six feet from his 
bed, I leveled the shotgun at his 
head and fired.” 

She went to the kitchen and 
waited while her 16-year-old 
daughter, Stella, went to tell the 
neighbors. They notified Consta- 
ble Pullen and he arrested her.

CHARGES GOULD 
REPT $387,000 
DUE THE ESTATE 


Counsel Asserts George J. 
Pocketed a Profit Made 
in Sale of Missouri 
Pacific Bonds. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 
NEW YODK, Nov. 6.—Kingdon 


and Jay Gould, sons of the late 
George J. Gould, heard bitter criti- 


cism of their father today when 
the hearing for accounting of the 
$82,000,000 estate of the late Jay 
Gould was resumed before Referee 
James A. O’Gorman. 

The young men listened while 
William B. Walker, counsel for 
their uncle, Frank J. Gould, ac- 
cused their father of pocketing 
$387,000, which Walker asserted by 
right belonged to their grandfa- 
ther’s estate. : 

The attorney made hia charges 
in the course of reading from the 
testimony of George J. Gould given 
some years before his death. He 
said Gould took the $387,000 in 
1908, during the series of transac- 


which involved the 
other securities of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway. 

“According to George Gould's 
own admission,”’ Walker asserted, | 
“several hundred thousand dollars: 
of the estate money was lying idle 
at that time and was credited to 
George’s own bank account.” 

Profits in Bond Deals. 

He recapitulated details of the 
testimony, announcing his purpose 
was to show that the “€state of 
George Gould owes the estate of 
Jay Gould huge sums of money. 

“We assert, he said, “that the 
estate of Jay Gould is entitled to 
the profits ‘made ip this specific 
Missouri Pacific transaction.” 
Walker then detailed the particu- 
lars, asserting that Tailer & Co. 
had arranged to. sell $6,000,000 
bonds to the Missouri Pacific, while 
George Gould was president of the 
line, controlling trustee of the Jay 
Gould estate and a private trader 
in Wall street. 

He said Tailer & Co. could not 
carry through the sale of these 
bonds and thereupon Gould sold 
them to the estate, subsequently 
reselling them when restoration of 
good times sent their market value 
up $387,000 above that paid for 
them by the estate. 

Says Transaction Was Approved.

Walker's explanation of this 
charge wag that George, who was 
principal éxecutor and trustee of 
his father’s estate; purchased for 
$3,135,000 Missouri Pacific gold 
bonds, which he sold to the estate 


tor ‘$3,185,000, thus netting him- 
self an immediate profit of $60,- 
000. 

Simon Seligman, a banker, con-. 
nected with the firm of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., was called to the stand by 
Walker and questioned about un- 
derwriting syndicates alleged to 
have been organized by that bank- 
ing company to engineer two issues 
of Missouri: Pacific bonds. 

$10,000,000 in Bond Issue. 

Walker devoted his questions 
particularly to an issue that com- 
prised 40-year collateral gold 
bonds issued in 1904 and taken 
over by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. for $25,- 
000,000, at the rate of 90 and fn- 
terest. George Goul@’s interest in 
that issue was said to have been 
$10,000,000, according to Seigman's 
testimony, but he ceded back to 
Kuhn, Loeb & ‘Co. $3,000,000,

PARIS, Nov. 6.—Paris newspa- 
pers give exceptional prominence 
to the American election, printing 
columns of matter, including biog- 
raphies and pictures*of the prin- 
cipal personages involved and ex- 
planations of the American elec- 
toral system. 

Those with the largest circula- 
tion, mostly conservative organs, 
are divided between joy over the 
“conservative” victory and regret 
that it will not help France in her 
difficulties. 

“Pertinax,”. political editor of 
the Echo de Paris, viewing the sit- 
uation from its widest angle, de- 
clared the Republican landslide 
was even greater than that 


‘achieved by the conservatives in

Great Britain. First of all, he says, 
it shows that idealistic govern- 
ments with a taste for an adven- 
turous foreign policy are disfa- 
vored and it is to be foreseen that 
the results in Great Britain and 
the United States will have their 
effect in Italy, Spain and Belgium. 

Secondly, he continues, England 
more than ever will tend to co- 
ordinate her action with America, 
which he believes will involve col- 
lapse of the Geneva protocol on ar- 
bitration and security, the assem- 
bling of another disarmament con- 
ference, and a moderate but strict 
settlement of the interallied debts. 
Le Journal says the same thing in 
other words. 

L’Oeuvre, supporter of Premier 
Herriot. remarks that “there is 
nothing changed in America.” It 
analyzes President Coolidge's ideas, 
giving quotations from various of 
his speeches, and declares that the 
Republicans still are fearful of Eu- 
ropean complications and believe 
there is danger that America will 
be caught entirely in the “whirling 
cogs’ if she makes the slightest 
move. 

L’Eclair, a paper of Nationalist 
tendencies, sees no reason to re- 
joice. Coolidge and Dawes, it says, 
have only one way of proving their 
kindly sentiments toward France, 
and that is “not to treat her worse 
than they treated the Germans.” 

“It would be monstrous,” it adda, 
“after having obtained so many 
concessions from our Government, 
if they did not remit the debt 
which was contracted to win a war 
which made the United States the 
financial arbiter of the world.” 

The Petit Parisien says: “The 
election of Mr. Coolidge will be 
welcomed with great satisfaction 
in France,” where it declares the 
campaign has been watched with 
the deepest of interest because the 
American policy toward France 
was at stake.

BY DEMOCRATS 


Partial Returns Show They 
Will Have Majority of at 
Least Six and Possibly 
Eight. 

PRACTICALLY VETO 

POWER FOR PARTY 


Can Check Any Partisan 

Measures Attempted and 

‘ Virtually Dictate the Leg- 
islative Program. 


The Democrats, through a ma- 
jovity of the Missouri Senate, will 
be in a position to controll all leg- 
islation which may be proposed by 
Sam A. Baker, Republican Govern- 
or-elect, and will be in a position 
to exert a veto power over all ap- 
pointments to important State of- 


fices. 

Partial election returns show the 
Democrats will have majority of at 
least six in the Senate-and that it 


may reach eight, there being two 
close districts in which the Demv- 
cratic candidate is in the lead on 
the partial returns. 

Of the 17 Democrats elected in 
1922, who hold over until 1926, 
there are 12 Democrats and five 
Republicans. Apparently the 
Democrats have won in 10 and the 
Republicans in seven of the dis- 
tricts in which Senators were 
elected Tuesday. This constitutes 
a Democratic gain in the Senate, 
the division in the last Senate be-| 
ing 19 Democrats and 15 Repub- 
licans. 

Practically a Veto Power. 

The new majority will enable the 
Democrats to check any partisan 
lezisliation which might be. at- 
tempted, and, if a majority in the 
Democratic G@aucus should decide 
to exert its arbitrary~political pow- 
er, would make it impossible for 
the Republican. Governor to put 
through any legislative program. 

Similar conditions in some past 
administrations have resulted in a 
deadlock between the Legislature 
and the executive by which schem- 
ing politicians have sought to force 
political concessions from the 
Governor in return for favorable 


This has been accomplished by 
refusing confirmation of the Gov- 
ernor’s appointees and at times has 
resulted in much confusion and 
delay in inaugurating important 
state work. 

The Democratic control of the 
Senate is the result of a gerry- 
mander of State senatorial districts 
by three Democratic State officers 
in 1901. Under the law the boun- 
daries of Senatorial districts are 
fixed by .the Legislature, and, in 
the absence of Legislative action. 
by the Governor, Attorney-General 
and Secretary of State. Under the 
l€@w they are to be changed each 
10 years. 

History of the Situation. 

When the Democrats were in 
control of both branches of the 
Legislature and of the three State 
offices they refused to change the 
old boundaries, which were so ar- 
ranged hy grouping of Republican 
counties and Democratic counties 
that the election of Democrats in a 
large majority of the districts was 
virtually certain, no matter by how 
large a majority the State as a 
whole might be carried by the Re- 
publicans. 

However, in the Republican 
landslide of 1920 the Republicans 
managed to get a majority in the 
Senate. The following year they 
passed a senatorial redistricting bil! 
which made the distriets as strong- 
ly Republican as they had been 
Democratic. The Democrats sub- 
mitted this redistricting under the 
referendum and it was defeated. 
leaving the boyndaries as they were 
fixed in 1901. 

House Probably Republican. 

Few counties having reported re- 
turns on the election of members 
of the Missouri House of Repressn- 
tatives, it is not known whether 
the Republicans or the Democrats 
will control that branch of the 
Legislature, though it is probahie

COOLIDGE’S NEW JERSEY 
PLURALITY NEAR 350,000 


Landslide Likely to Pass Hard- 
ing’s; La Follette Vote of 99,000 
Is Below Predictions. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEWARK, N. v., Nov. 6.—aAs 


returns from rural sections of the 
State continued to pour in last 
night, theré was every indication 
that President Coolidge had carried 
New Jersey by a plurality exceei- 
ing 360,000. There are only 118 
districts yet to be heard from and 
as those are acknowledged as Re- 
publican normally, it seemed that 
the Coolidge landslide would excel 
that of Warren G. Harding 4 y2re 
ago, when New Jersey, gave the 
Republican presidentia! ticket a 
plurality of 364,654. 

Riding on the tidal wave th 
washed over the State was Senat 
Walter E. Edge, who, although 
running considerably more than 
100,000 behind the national ticket, 
deefated his Democratic opponént, 
Mayor Frederick W. Donnelly of 
Trenton, by a margin which likely 
will reach 235,000. 

The figures last night with 118 
districts out of 2559 missing, 
stooge’ Colidge, 622,596; Davis, 
280,711; La Follette, 99,123. 

For the senatorship: Edge 535,- 
997; Donnelly 307,948; Record 
(Progressive), 39,459. 

Except for segregated districts in 
industrial centers, Senator La Fol- 
letted failed to command the sup- 
port that political observers had 
predicted. 


AMERICAN VETERAN IN 
FRENCH PRISON PARDONED 


President Doumergue Releases 
John Ayotte, Serving Five 
Years on Arson Charge. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—John UL. 


Ayotte of Cheyboygan, the young 
American war veteran who has 
been serving a jail sentence in 
France since his conviction for ar- 
son in August 1922, has been par- 
doned by President Doumergue, ac- 
cording to word received today by 
Herman C. Huffer Jr., former com- 
mander of the Paris post of the 
American Legion. 

Ayotte, according to Huffer, 
married a French woman who was 
not happy in America and pur- 
suaded him to return.to France 


where he had difficulty with his 
father-in-law. Being ordered to 
leave the house, Ayotte fled to a 
neighbor’s barn, which was set 
afire accidentally. Because of his 
inadequate knowledge of the lan- 
guage he was represented to have 
confessed to arson and was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment. 


Ambassador Herrick took the 
case to M. Poincare, then Foreign 
Minister, without result. Then on 
the advent of the Herriot Govern- 
ment it was revived and President 
Doumergue, according to cable, 
has set Ayotte free.

Then, too, the New 
England friends of the President 
are never comfortable when re- 
minded of Slemp’s activity as a 
patronage broker while in Con- 
gress. 

Secretary of the Treasuty Mel- 
lon ‘is considered a Cabinet fix- 
ture so long as he desires to stay. 

As Hughes has been the Presi- 
dent’s guide in foreign relations, 
Mellon has been his trusted men- 
tor in fiscal affairs. Mellon gave 
the President the Mellon plan. 
Melion was at least partly 
responsible for the President’s 
opposition to the bonus. If the 
President had to choose a Cabinet 
of one man, that man would prob- 
ably be the present head of the 
treasury. 

Postmaster-General New was pe- 
cullarly an appontee of the late 
President. When New became a 
senatorial “lame duck,” \Harding 
took care of him in the Cabinet. 
He is a politician of engaging per- 
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sonality—a fair representative of 
the type that Harding liked to have 
about him. 

New Likely to Go. 

Though thoroughly loyal to Pres- 
ident Coolidge—for party loyalty is 
the first article in the political 
creed of Harry New—he i¢ not a 
man that Coolidge, left to his own 
devices, would pick for member- 
ship in the official family. It gen- 
erally is thought that New will go. 
In leaving the Cabinet he probably 
will be following his own desire, 
for it is common knowledge that 
New wants to get into the running 
for the Republican nomination for 
the Senate against Senator Jim 
Watson, two years hence. 

Secretary of the Interior Work, 
it is believed, also will give way. 
Work has been constantly under 
fire by those interested in preserv- 
ing the natural. resources of the 
country. He has proved himself a 
loyal member of the administra- 
tion, but like New, he is of a dif- 
ferent type from that which com- 
mends itself to the New England 
point of view of the President. 

Hooyer Is a Mystery. 

Hoover is a mystery. I* seems 
likely that Coolidge will invite him 
to stay in the Cabinet, but there is 
a large possibility that he will 
elect to retire. He has not been 
altogether happy in the compara- 
tively submerged post of Secrétary 
of Commerce. 

Both his senatorial and his 
presidential ambitions having been 
frustrated, there is not much ahead 
of Hoover in the public service. 
The best he could hope for would 
be a Cabinet post more attractive 
to a man with his genius for or- 
ganization and his indefatigable in- 
dustry. No such post seems ayail- 
able.

NE of the conditions grovr-

The late George Siler refereed 
and one of the conditions of the 
bout was that, if there was not a 
sufficient margin in favor of 
either fighter to give a verdict.

That was the first time St.

fight battled under such condi- 
tions.

1-3 WAL BOOST 
COMMERCIAL FLYING 


National Aeronautical Society 
to Campaigu for Business 
Use of Aviation. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Com- 


mercial aviation in the , United 
States will forge ahead during the 
coming year if plans of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association’ can 
effect it. Godfrey Lowell Cabot, 
president of the organization, who 
has taken up the task of directing 
its activities from {js headquarters 
here, is advocating more ianding 
fields with gas, of] and mechanics 
throughout the country, as an aid 
to the great development of com- 
mercial aviation. 

With the projected plan of make 
ing the ZR-3 a’pioneer in the field 
of commercial aviation in this 
country, by demonstrating tlic 
practicability of alr routes, interest 
in placing aviation on a business 
basis is belleved by Cabot to he 
growing rapldly. At present there 
are not more than half a dozen 
commercial air routes in the Uni:- 
ed States. 

Promotion of an air service 
from Pensacola to Tampa, Fila., to 
obviate the present roundabout 
land travel skirting the Florida 
coast, and to insure speedier de- 
livery of mail “as the crow flies,” 
will be one of the aims of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association in 
the immedjate future. Govern- 
ment and inter-city flying gener- 
ally will be encouraged. 

Chief Danger in Storms. : 

“The makers of the ZR-3 have 
said that it is practicable to build 
an airship of 6,000,000 cubic feet— 
more than twi¢e the cubic capacity 
of the ZR-3,”" said Mr. Cabot. 
“They also feel that the chief de- 
velopment in the near future is go- 
ing to be transoceanic service for 
mail, high-class freight, and pas- 
sengers. 

“The chief danger to Zeppelins 
is from storms. Usually it is pos- 
sible to avoid a storm by keeping 
in constant touch with the meteor- 
ological stations over a wide area, 
on either side of the route to be 
traversed, and either avoiding thf 
center of the disturbance or pass- 
ing through it at maximum speed. 
Our storms in the northern hemis- 
phere revolve around a center ina 
direction contrary to the hands of 
a clock. On its flight from Fried- 
the 
ZR-3 avoided two such disturb- 
ances, by shaping its course in ac- 
cordance with meteorological ob- 


‘servations made over a wide area. 


Use Increasing Abroad. 

“There has been from year to 
year an inbrease in commercial air 
transportation, both here and in 
Burope. The larger percentage in- 
crease is in freight, and the small- 
er, percentage increase in passen- 
gers. The relative ‘expense of air 
transportation is extraordinarily 
low in Europe. In Ventral Europe 
it Is but little more than railroad 
transportation.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—More 
than $1,000,000 were pald yester- 
day in Wall Street, according to 
betting commissioners in the fi- 
yancial district. This, *however, 
was conéideted ea low total, when 
compared with amounts paid in 
former presi¢tntial years when the 
cOntest.was genefally adjudged to 
be closer. The grea: majority of 
be;s won Tuesday were at heavy 
odds onthe elections of Coolidge 
and Smith, the larger Mumber and 
heavies bets. .being wagered on 
Smith. 

The odds in favor of Coolidge 
rose from 2 te 1 at the beginning 
of the éampaifn to 15 to 1 at the 
close of the campaign’! J. H. Fried 
& Co. annéunced Dr. John R. Er- 
win of Staten Island had bet $7500 
to $6500, representing 4he 15 to 1 
odds, Mofiday. night, which is re- 
garded as a record for an actual 
election bet. 

Most of the Smith bets 
made at odds of 3 to 1 that 
would be elected. 

The lafgest wager was an- 
nounced by G. B. De Chadenez & 
Co., through whom Lioyds of Lon- 
don placed more than a year ago 
a bet of $38,000 against $400,000 
that Henry Ford would be the next 
President of the United States.

cake. Pound cake keeps molst 
and fresh so long it is just the cake 
to keep constantly on hand for 
these emergencies. It is suitable 
for any occasion, afternoon teas, 
luncheon, midnight spread, or 
served with ice cream. Follow the 
directions very carefully and you 
will have a delicious cake: 

One cup butter, one cup sugar, 
five eggs, two cups sifted flour, 
one-half teaspoon baking powder, 
one teaspoon each lemon and van- 
iila flavoring, one and one-half 
cups raisins. 

Cream the butter until waxy, add 
sugar gradually, beating until mix- 
ture is very creamy and white. Beat 
eggs until very light, sift flour and 
baking powder after measuring. 
Add about one-half cup of flour, 
stir into mixture, then add a por- 
tion of the eggs. Cortinue to add 
these ingredients alternately, beat- 
ing batter between each addition 
until smooth. Reserve about two 
tablespoons of flour to which add 
raisins. then carefully fold into 
mixture with flavoring. Pour into 
an ungreased papered loaf cake 
pan and bake ina very moderate 
oven about an hour if a brick- 
shaped pan is used, or 45 minutes 
if in a square pan.
